ANNUAL REPORT 
OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


Frtiow-Cirizens :—Our town has been unfortunate the past 
year in frequent changes in the Superintending School Commit- 
tee. The two first persons who were appointed to fill the office, 
both left the town before their term of service had expired. At 
the close ofthe last year I consented, at the urgent request of 
the Selectmen, to discharge the duties of the Superintending 
School Committee for the remainder of the political year.. Of 
course, as I have had no acquaintance with the Summer and 
Fall schools, excepting in District No. 7, I have no information 
to communicate respecting them. From what I have learned, I 
have supposed that they have enjoyed a fair degree of success. 
I have visited all the winter schools of the close of which I had 
been notified by the prudential committee, with the exception 
of No. 4. In the case of that I was notified, bit mistaking the 
district, visited another school. In the Distriet No. 1, I receiy- 
ed no notification of the close of the school and therefore failed 
to visit it. From the examination of the reports of the teach- 
ers, l infer that prudential committees have been at fault in not 
visiting the schools. They should exercise great care in the 
selection of teachers, seeking only those who manifest a peculiar 
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fitness and possess good qualifications for the work, and having 
employed such, should visit the schools, both for the encourage- 
ment of teachers and scholars. | 

In a number of the schools there seems to have been a land- 
able ambition to be present every day of the term. <A consider- 
able number have not been absent a single day. <A large 
portion have also been, not only ordinarily present, but also 
seasonably. This is a matter of high importance to schools. 
Tardiness disturbs the order of the -schools and absence lessens 
the interest of the scholars in their studies. Nothing but abso- 
lute necessity should lead a parent to keep his child out of 
school, or not to have him there in season. 

Some expenditure of money in all of our districts for the 
purchase of maps and reference-books for the use of teachers 
and scholars, would be a good investment. I find the schools 
to be nearly destitute of those valuable helps. Most of the 
maps that are hung up in the school-rooms have become nearly 
useless by reason of political changes that have taken place. 

Some of our schools are too small. District No. 8 reports a 
school of only eight scholars and seven weeks in length. The 
only practical remedy is union with other districts. Whether 
this can be effectual I am not prepared to answer. I can only 
say that the advantages which some children in the back 
districts have through common schools are very limited. 


Disrrior No 7: 


The Committee respectfully presents this as his report of the 
condition of the public schools in District No. 7. 

A good degree of prosperity has attended the schools during 
the past year. The number of scholars has heen larger than 
any previous years since the Academy has been established. The 
district has had three terms of school in each room. All the 
terms in each room have been taught by the same teachers. 
This is often a very good arrangement. Both the teachers 
were residents in the district; yet, I am happy to add, 1 have 
never heard of fewer complaints respecting the management 
and instruction of the schools, since I have been on the commit- 
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tee, than during the past year. In the lower room the pupils 
were numerous, most of them backward, and some of them 
very young. I am aware that the laws of the State permit the 
admission of scholars to our public schools at the age of four 
years. But Iam confident ‘hat it would be better if all children 
were excluded who had not reached the age of five years. The 
following scholars are reported by the teachers as having been 
neither tardy or absent during the Winter term:
